


Horowitz noted that Members of Congress and leading private sector
organizations have recognized the important role that an ombudsperson can
play in dealing with whistleblower issues. “The creation of an ombudsperson
position is being recognized as a best practice in this area, and [ want the OIG
to be at the forefront on these important matters,” said Horowitz.
